Although the Joint Committee would 
have no legislative jurisdiction, its 
sweeping investigative activities would 
conflict with the jurisdictional respon- 
sibilities of existing standing committees 
of the Congress. 


The bill is directed solely at the 
National Security Council and CIA is 
not mentioned. Therefore, it is 
questionable whether it would be proper 
for the Agency, as a subordinate of the 
NSC, to offer substantive comment. 
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
